Brian Oakley and Norman 
Kohlstrand, candidates for the 
hotly contested race for the 
34th District Court judgeship, 
will appear at the Oct. 20 lun- 
cheon sponsored by the 
Greater Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The $12 luncheon will take 
place at the new Double Tree 
Hotel, 31500 Wick road. The 
hotel formerly was the Royce 
Hotel. 

Reservations should be 
made with the chamber office 
by Oct. 14-15. 

Each candidate will be 
given about 10 minutes each to 
speak and then Chamber Pres¬ 
ident Larry Williams will ask 
for questions from the cham¬ 
ber members and guests. 

Oakley, 37, of Romulus has 
been a local lawyer for over a 
decade and has been active 
with many local organizations, 
including the newly formed 
Romulus Boys/Girls Club orga¬ 
nization. 

He is the son of Mayor Will¬ 
iam Oakley. 

Kohlstrand, 52, of New Bos¬ 
ton, is a self employed lawyer. 
He formerly served as a Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department 
deputy, municipal prosecutor 
and defense attorney. 

The two candidates have 
been running aggressive cam¬ 
paigns in the five communities 
serviced by the 34th District 
Court including the cities of 
Romulus and Belleville and 
the townships of Sumpter, 
Huron and Van Buren. 

At a recent televised debate 
at Belleville High School, both 
candidates agreed on many 
court issues. Campaign rules 
however limit the scope of 
pledges made by candidates 


Powerful teamwork bet¬ 
ween private citizens and Ro¬ 
mulus police and firefighters 
teamed up this week in con¬ 
nection with the arrest of a 19- 
year-old Romulus man follow¬ 
ing the stabbing death and 
burning of his mother’s body. 

The body of the victim, 
Christine Duncan, 38, of the 
30400 block of Dorsett in Ro¬ 
mulus was found Monday 
morning by Romulus Firefigh¬ 
ters shortly after a private citi¬ 
zen alerted them to the 
basement fire in the well 
maintained home, Detective 
Lt. David Early revealed late 
Tuesday. 

Early said a motorist first 
spotted the fire, tried knocking 
on the door of the home but got 
no answer. He raced to a 
nearby home and urged a 
neighbor to call the fire de¬ 
partment. 

Shortly after dousing the 
blaze, firemen found the vic¬ 
tim’s body lying amongst some 
debris in the basement of the 
house. 

Fire Chief David Allison re¬ 
portedly called Early at home 
to report the suspicious death. 

Duncan was stabbed more 
than once, Early said, and her 
body was scorched by flames 
possibly started by her son. 

Initially the cause of death 
was undetermined because of 
the burn factors, but an au¬ 
topsy revealed the cause of 
death was the stab wounds. 

While the son was facing a 
murder charge Tuesday, no 
charges were filed at that time 
but he was being held at the 
Romulus Police lock- up. 

The home damaged by the

fire belonged to the sister of 
the victim. 

Heavy investigative work by 
Detective Sgts. Gordon Mal- 
aniak and Ron Huggins led to 
the public disclosure that both 
the son and the victim’s car (a 
red Neon) were missing. 

A description of the car and 
its license plate number were 
shown on TV and ultimately a 
concerned citizen spotted the 
murder suspect sitting in the 
car outside Meijer’s store in 
Belleville on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. 


Romulus Police called Van 
Buren Police for assistance 
and the arrest was made with¬ 
out confrontation. 

Early said the car was filled 
with the suspect’s personal be- 
longings. He also said a 
kitchen knife, believed to be 
the murder weapon was recov¬ 
ered by police. 

A verbal dispute preceded 
the murder, Early said, but 
family members said it did not 
appear to be of a violent na¬ 
ture.

Oakley states that he has 
questioned legal experts lo¬ 
cally and statewide and all de¬ 
clare there is no conflict of 
interest in his running for 
judge, while his father sits as 
Romulus mayor. 

He states that Detroit Mayor 
Dennis Archer’s wife is also a 
judge.

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Did anyone say 
McDonald’s? 

An upscale McDonald’s’ res¬ 
taurant definitely was on the 
menu at the Romulus City 
Council on Monday night and 
despite some earlier reserva¬ 
tions by City Council members 
the request to open the third 
such restaurant in the city was 
okayed 6-1. 

The only objector to the 
plan to open the new 
McDonalds came from Coun¬ 
cilman Michael Prybyla - who 
said the “concept” of the up¬ 
scale fast food restaurant is 
great, but he objects to its 
prime location in the city’s Re¬ 
gional Center zoned area. 

The planned McDonalds 
will be located on a .92 acre 
site on the east side of Merri- 
man road, north of Smith road. 
It is expected to be opened be¬ 
fore New Years Day 1999 with 
a capacity to seat up to 60 per¬ 
sons. 

Councilwoman Deborah Ro- 
mak originally said the open¬ 
ing of a McDonald’s restaurant 
was not her vision for the city’s 
RC zoned area, but she was im¬ 
pressed with the efforts to cre¬ 
ate an upscale version of a 
McDonald’s there.” 

Councilman Donald Morris 
said “something was definitely 
needed there” and credited 
McDonald’s representatives 
with doing “everything we 
have asked them to do.” 

McDonald’s will raze sev¬ 
eral old homes at that location 
prior to the erection of the 
brick restaurant and will cut 
the size of the McDonald’s pro¬ 
motional sign in half, to 50 


rather than 100 feet. 

However a second special 
land use request for an up¬ 
scale indoor executive parking 
facility by Wendell Flynn was 
put on hold. 

That unique parking facility 
that would include valet park¬ 
ing for such prestige passenger 
vehicles as Porshe’s, Bentley’s 
etc. was to be located on the 
northside of Smith Road, bet¬ 
ween Merriman and Mid- 
dlebelt. 

Flynn told the council mem¬ 
bers that the planned execu¬ 
tive parking facility is 
some what new in style and 
similar ones are already in op¬ 
eration in places such as New 
Jersey. 

The issue of a parking facil¬ 
ity in the city’s prime RC area 
raised concerns with several 
City Councilman including 
LeRoy Burcroff. Another issue 
centered around the on site 
sale of natural gas. 

Councilmen felt they didn’t 
get adequate explanations as 
to who would be purchasing 
the natural gas and who the 
supplier would be. 

Thus the council voted to ta¬ 
ble the parking facility issue to 
a later date.

Christians rally against hunger,

Christians left their 
churches Sunday to extend 
their annual messages against 
hunger and abortions across 
the streets of Wayne County. 

Between 350-400 pastors 
and laity from the greater 
Romulus-Belleville area 
joined in the massive annual 
Crop Walk that hopefully will 
raise $32,600 to aid the hungry 
in this area as well as around 
the world. 

Father John Hagan, pastor 
of the Trinity Episcopal 
Church of Belleville, was con¬ 
fident early in the weekend 
that the sun would shine on 
the long anti-hunger march - 
but admitted earlier Crop 
Walks often took place in the 
rain. 

The sun did shine and the 
Christians from multiple 
churches in the local munici¬ 
palities gathered first at the 
Community United Methodist 
Church of Romulus to register 
and begin the walk. 

Then aided by Romulus and 
Van Buren Township police of¬ 
ficers the walkers took off for 
the Belleville church for 
snacks and joyful communica¬ 
tions. 

It won’t be known for sev¬ 
eral weeks how much the 
walkers raised for the hungry, 
but Hagan announced as usual 
one quarter of the money 
raised will stay in the local 
communities and the remain¬ 
ing three quarters will be sent 
across the U.S. and around the 
world. 

Months from now Hagan 
and his co-coordinator 
Hannah Anthony will visit lo¬ 
cal agencies aiding the needy 
and present them with official 
Crop Walk checks. 

Also on this past Sunday 
abortion foes lined Woodward 
avenue to form a “Life Chain” 
symbolizing the Christians op¬ 
position to abortions being 
performed today. 

Men, women and children 


carrying placards in opposi¬ 
tion to abortions from at least 
160 churches in southeastern 
Michigan took part in the an¬ 
nual protest sponsored by the 
Right to Life, Lifespan organi¬ 
zation. 

The miles and miles of 
hand-held signs stated “Abor¬ 
tions kill children”, “Abortion 
hurts women” and “Adoption 
is the loving option.” 

The young and older family 
members want to stress that 
abortion is wrong, Diane 
Trombley, spokeswoman for 
the “Life Chain,” said during 
the event, which is held across 
the U.S. in 700 cities. 

Trombley said nothing 
brings the huge gathering of 
1.000 persons together more 
than the joint feeling that 
“abortion kills life.” 


Trombley stressed that Life¬ 
span does not offer violence on 
the street in the guise of end¬ 
ing violence in abortion 
clinics. 

Her reference was obvi¬ 
ously to those pro-lifers, who 
have engaged in abortion 
clinic bombings and shootings. 

The anti-abortion activity 
took place peacefully -- except 
for some taunts from those 
supporting abortions in the 
Wayne County area.a

The 1996 flu virus killed 
20,000 Americans. 

Thus with the 1998 flu sea¬ 
son starting. Oakwood Health¬ 
care System reminds Western 
Wayne County residents that 
flu shots are now available for 
only $5. 

"People who are at high risk 
of developing complications 
from the influenza virus are 
urged to take action,” said Dr. 
James Sunstrum, infectious 
disease physician for Oakwood 
Healthcare System. 

“It is recommended that 
anyone who suffers from heart, 
lung or kidney diseases, dia¬ 
betes, severe forms of anemia, 
chronic diseases or are over 
the age of 65 should receive 
the vaccinations,” he said. 

Flu symptoms typically in¬ 
clude fever (usually over 100 
degrees Fahrenheit to 103 F in 
adults and often higher in chil¬ 
dren.) 

Other symptoms include 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, 
coughing, sore throat, nasal 
congestion, as well as head¬ 
aches, muscle aches and often 
extreme fatigue. 

Last year Oakwood immu¬ 
nized over 21,000 people and 
we hope to immunize 30,000 
persons this year, said Lisa 
Rutledge, system facilitator of 
community health for Oak- 
wood Healthcare System.

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Gunfire ruins a perfectly 
good Friday football game 


Sports Editor Tom Mooradian said 
it’s the worst scene he has ever en¬ 
countered in 37-years of covering high 
school sports. A game called because 
ji of gang fighting is a new low in high 
school athletic annals. But it hap¬ 
pened, and it occurred right here in 
jj our backyard. 

Let’s set the scene. It is Friday after¬ 
noon at Inkster High School. The visit¬ 
ing 4th-ranked (according to AP polls) 
Romulus Eagles undefeated at 4-0, 
are pounding the revitalized Inkster 
Vikings (2-2). At halftime a number of 
kids are roaming the parking lot 

Just before the Inkster marching 
band finishes it’s halftime routine a 
fight breaks out in the parking lot. 
Speculation is that rival gangs are let¬ 
ting fists fly. One gang member pulls a 
weapon and shots ring out according 
to a witness. The witness hears a total 
of six shots. Some come very close to 
the Romulus side of the football field. 
The rival gangs jump into their re¬ 
spective cars and tear out of the park¬ 
ing lot, not to be apprehended. No one 
is hurt and police eventually disburse 
the parking lot crowd. 

In the mean time officials deter¬ 
mine the safest cause of action is to 
cancel the remainder of the game, 
j The decision was probably made easi¬ 
er by the fact that Romulus was lead¬ 
ing 43-0 at the time. Spectators had 
been treated to the second coming of 
Barry Sanders when Eagle running 
back Freddie Russell shredded the 
Inkster defense with five first half 
touchdowns. 

But when gunfire rings loud at a 


school func¬ 
tion some¬ 
thing needs to 
be done, and 
done fast. 

Word from 
witnesses was 
that the referees, school officials and 
police all acted swiftly to see that play¬ 
ers and spectators were safe and 
sound. 

The crime here is not that the gang 
members got away. I’ve got a feeling 
the Inkster cops will find these guys 
sooner or later. The real crime is 
Inkster, Inkster Schools and the 
Inkster football team were enjoying 
the bliss of a turnaround, having im¬ 
proved their fortunes immensely over 
the last few years, only to now be faced 
with a public relations nightmare 
thanks to a few hooligans that have 
nothing to do with Inkster Schools. 

It use to be that all football games 
were held at night, under the lights. 
Then, a few year’s ago because of sev¬ 
eral incidents, none quite as severe as 
this, inner city schools and selected 
suburban schools decided to play their 
games in the afternoon. 

For the most part this has curtailed 
the vandalism and petty violence that 
was prevalent at some games. Now 
this, and right here in our hometown. 
When these hoodlums are found, I 
hope prosecutors throw the book at 
them. It’s time we made an example or 
two, so that future gangs understand 
responsible people will not allow them 
to run roughshod over school activi¬ 
ties.

Undefeated Romulus liter¬ 
ally survived a shootout Friday 
afternoon at Inkster. 

The Mega Conference, Gold 
Division football game was 
called shortly after the begin¬ 
ning in the third quarter when 
gunshots rang out in the high 
school parking lot. 

Officials decided to call the 
game in that quarter to protect 
the lives of the fans and 
players. They awarded the vic¬ 
tory to Romulus, which had 
built up a 43-0 lead at the time. 

According to an eyewitness, 
several teens were smoking 
marijuana in the parking lot 
when they were approached 
by a group. There was an ex¬ 
change of words between the 
two groups, and the talk sud¬ 
denly turned ugly. 

“The group, I would say they 
were between 15 and 19 years 
old, jumped in their cars and 
suddenly I heard noise which, 
at first, I thought were fire¬ 
crackers,” said the witness. 

“Then I realized they were 
shooting at each other. I was in 
my van, feeding my child, and I 
ducked,” the witness said. “Be¬ 
lieve me, I won’t allow my kids 
to attend another event over 
there.” 

Police rushed to the scene 
and secured it. No one was re¬ 
ported injured from the gun¬ 
fire. There were no arrests. 

School officials on Monday 
said that they believe that 
those involved were dropouts 
who hang around school 
grounds only to cause trouble. 
The melee had nothing to do 
with the game or the fans, they 
added. 

Romulus dominated the 
game. With senior tailback 
Freddie Russell scoring five 
touchdowns on 12 carries and 
93 yards, the Eagles had little 
trouble on the gridiron against 
a defenseless Viking squad. 

Quarterback Chris Boykins 
also connected on four of five 
passes for 168 yards and one 
touchdown, while A. C. Chad¬ 
wick made two catches for 104 
yards and one touchdown. 

On defense, Romulus re¬ 
ceived an outstanding effort 
from Rick Foster, the inside 
linebacker who was credited 
with three solos and five ass¬ 
ists. 

First-year Inkster High 
coach Mark Townsend said 
that he had no excuse for his 
team’s poor effort against Ro¬ 
mulus. 

“We weren’t ready to play,” 
Townsend said. “We knew that 
they had a very talented team 
this year and they surely 
proved it. They came in with 
an all-out blitz, and we

The 1999 Sunfire delivers a 
sporty convertible at very com¬ 
petitive prices. Its nearest 
competition is the Chrysler 
Sebring and the more costly 
Ford Mustang. This model is 
being manufactured at Lords- 
town, Ohio with convertible re¬ 
lated finish by Genassys Corp 
in Lansing. So lets take a look 
at the specifics of this vehicle. 

Power. This model comes 
with 2.4 Liter 16V Twin Cam 4 
cycle fuel injected gas engine. 
While in no way a muscle car, I 
was surprised by its perk I 
tested this model on a round 
trip from Detroit to Traverse 
City. A good test is passing 18 
wheelers and RV’s on a wind¬ 
ing two lane divided country 
road.

I found no 
grounds to complain. The 
whole powertrain product 
works smoothly together to 
whisk the vehicle effortlessly 
down the road. 

New for 99. A system called 
passlock which is a strong anti 
thief system. In essence, this 
car knows its authorized keys 
and if hot wired will initiate 
total engine shut down in 10 
seconds for a period of 10 min¬ 
utes, repeating the process if 
an authorized key is not then 
used. 

Suspension & Handling. 

Equipped with Front wheel 
drive, rack & pinion power 
crossbar mounted suspension, 
front deflected-disc McPher¬ 
son struts, Rear trailing tubu¬ 
lar control arms with twist 
aean, coil springs, 18 mm stabi¬ 
lizer bar and Enhanced Trac- 
tion System. Braking is 
provided by 10.2 inch vented 
disk up front and power as¬ 
sisted drum rear brakes. Steer¬ 
ing is power assist rack & 
pinion rated at 14.7 which 
translated into a 35 ft turning 
circle. The end result in non

Gas Mileage. It is rated as 22 
MPG city and 30 MPG Highway 
and estimated annual fuel cost 
of $ 690. I drove the Sunfire to 
Traverse city and almost half¬ 
way back before refueling. The 
15 gallon tank and tested 27 
MPG offer great range and 
economy. 

Safety. This vehicle contains 
next generation driver & front 
passenger air bags, 4 wheel 
power anti-lock brakes, day 
time running lamps, 5 mph 
front & rear bumpers, and key¬ 
less door locking system. 

The bottom line. This car 
meet my expectations, how¬ 
ever if funds are available. I 
would spend more and get the 
larger Firebird. Having said 
this, if you want a rag top, are 
not ready to pay the cashier for 
the full size model, do not pass 
up this car. With a MSLP of 
$21,145 you will be happy. This . 
stylish fuel efficient, low main¬ 
tenance, solid performer is 
perfect for young, up and com¬ 
ing professionals looking for 
style, affordibility and the 
pleasures of a convertible.

' This past summer my hus¬ 
band Ron and our oldest son, 
Tony, packed their gear up and 
headed west. The Wild West. 
They hiked the hike of a life¬ 
time in the Rockies of New 
Mexico. They and a number of 
(felier scouts and dads from 
here. 

| I remember the first post¬ 
card we received from them 
here back at home; Ron had 
Written it just before they actu¬ 
ally hit the trail. It read, “All is 
\$ell after our first night in 
base camp. Saw an awesome 
display of lightning (without 
thunder) last night. Didn’t get 
UPo cold in base camp -- proba¬ 
bly around 55 degrees or so. 
Today is the shakedown and a 
bunch of administrative detail 
before shoving off around 3 
p in. The scenery is breathtak¬ 
ing. Love, Ron and Tony.” 

That part about the “shake- 
down” - well, you see, that was 
\yhere all the hikers dumped 
out the entire contents of their 
40 to 50 pound backpacks and 
had everything okayed and in¬ 
spected for safety and prac¬ 
ticality and necessity. 
a In the event somebody 
didn’t have the right stuff, the 
right survival stuff for two 
weeks apart from civilization 
and running water and sure- 
footing, he’d have to buy it at 
Base camp or else. And that 
‘^administrative detail” jazz - 
that was a do-or-die last check 
physical exam. If you hadn’t 
met the weight requirements 
(if you were over), you simply 
didn’t go. And if your blood 
pressure was all wrong, you 
Stayed behind (hiking to alti¬ 
tudes of 12,500 feet, the rule’s a 
good one). Stuff like that. Any¬ 
way, that post card was all we 
heard for over a week. I kept 
thinking I should look to the 
western skies to see any smoke 
signal messages coming from 
them, but I didn’t.

This lovely lady didn’t even 
know me -- she didn’t know I 
was from out of town, that I 
was just visiting my Mom and 
Dad for a few days, that all 
these children were indeed all 
mine, all that stuff. So I told 
her as much, I owed it to her 
just as much as I owed that 
$1.64. She kept saying, “That’s 
okay. That’s okay.” She didn’t 
even ask my Mom and Dad’s 
name, or my name, or phone 
number, or address, or 
driver’s license number, or 
anything. She just rang up the 
final total, put the things in a 
bag, and wished me a good day. 
She trusted me, a complete 
stranger, to settle up when I 
got the chance. I told her I’d be 
back the next day. She waved 
her hand and said, “That’ll be 
fine.” 

I walked out of there with 
all five children having discov¬ 
ered something. 

That there is a corner in this 
cynical, heavy-with-fear world, 
where trust really exists! I 
found a place where trust 
wasn’t dusty or dated or im-

So I went back the next day 
with my $1.64, still feeling like 
one of those early Wild West 
settler guys who’d found gold!

Leader Dog for Blind 
needs caring owners

“Puppy Raisers” are 
needed. The Leader Dog for 
the Blind program, a non¬ 
profit guide dog organization, 
needs compassionate, mature, 
dog-loving individuals and 
families to raise their “future 
Leader Dogs” for approx¬ 
imately one year. After that, 
the “doggy heroes” have to go 
back to the Leader Dog pro¬ 
gram for four to six months of 
formal training. 

“Many of the dogs have been 
donated by their owners or 
were acquired from dog 
pounds or humane societies, 
however, the biggest number 
of dogs come from the puppy 
breeding program,” said Lana 
Frank of Wayne, who is cur¬ 
rently “raising” an eight week 
old yellow Labrador Retreiver 
named “Page”, her sixth 
Leader Dog puppy. “As many 
as 350 puppies are placed in 
volunteer homes every year.” 

The “Puppy Raisers” during 
the pup’s first year, besides 
giving plenty of love and affec¬ 
tion, must make sure their 
puppy becomes house trained, 
learn to sit, stay, get down and 
heel. They must also learn to 
be quiet and relaxed in public 
and to be exposed to any po¬ 
tential experience a blind per¬ 
son would have. The puppies, 
according to Frank, should be 
taken to stores, restaurants, 
banks, schools, bowling alleys, 
movies, on buses and other 
public transportation, hotels, 


beaches and public events, to 
name a few. 

The Leader Dog organiza¬ 
tion was established in 1938 by 
a Lions Club in Rochester, MI. 

“I heard a public service an¬ 
nouncement on the radio,” 
said Frank about her first ex¬ 
posure to the program. “I de¬ 
cided to sign up right then. I’m 
diabetic and bv the erace of 
God, I don’t need one of these 
dogs. However, if the day ever 
came and I did need one, I 
would hope that someone 
would be helping out and rai¬ 
sing a dog for me.” 

Janet Huff, also of Wayne, 
became involved with the pro¬ 
gram only recently, but loves 
it. ‘‘My daughter met Lana 
(Frank) through her elemen¬ 
tary school. She wanted to 
help out, and that’s how we be¬ 
came involved.” 

Huff is raising her first 
puppy, an eight week old black 
Labrador Retreiver named 
Jack. “We already have our 
own dog, but it hasn’t been a 
problem because the two of 
them get along so. well. He 
(Jack) is such a sweetie.” 

Mary Hall, of Westland, is 
helping take care of her sev¬ 
enth Leader Dog puppy. “I 
heard an ad about it on Chan¬ 
nel 7 News,” she said sitting 
down on the floor next to Os¬ 
kar, a well-behaved, bright¬ 
eyed eight month old yellow 
Labrador Retreiver. “I adore 
animals, so I decided to give it 


a try. I love it.” 

Probably the only drawback 
to the program, is that after a 
year, the dogs must be given up 
and taken back to the organi¬ 
zation for their training. Many 
a “Puppy Raiser” has shed a 
tear or two letting go of their 
“babies”. 

“It can be hard,” said Hall, 
“but if you focus and under¬ 
stand what your role is and 
what the dogs are being 
trained for, then it helps to let 
go. The dogs are going to help 
people and you were an impor¬ 
tant part of that process.” 

She doesn’t let go com¬ 
pletely, “I keep a scrapbook 
about each dog that I’ve had. It 
helps me. Some people, 
though, find itrhard to do.” 

The types of doge in the pro¬ 
gram are: German Shepards, 
Labs, Golden Retreiver and 
Australian Shepards. 

“The dogs can’t live out in a 
kennel or doghouse,” said 
Hall. “They have to be raised 
inside. They have to be an in¬ 
door family pet. It’s important 
that they get used to, at an 
early age, being around peo¬ 
ple. They need to socialize 
with people.” 

The Leader Dogs for the 
Blind is a worthwhile program 
and one that needs loving indi¬ 
viduals and families. “Most 
people who participate in the 
program get hooked after the 
first time,” said Hall. “It’s very 
rewarding.”

ADDING ARTICLE II TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
LICENSING AND FRANCHISING TELECOMMUNI¬ 
CATION SYSTEMS. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, 
MICHIGAN, HEREBY ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Appendix C of the Code of Ordinances of 
Romulus entitled “Franchises.” Article I, Sections 1-1 
through 1-6 are amended as follows and Section 1-7 
through 1-9 are added as follows: 

ARTICLE I. Franchise for Utilities 

Sec. 1-1. Grant of franchise for Utilities. 

Subject to all the terms and conditions set forth in this ordinance, 
and consistent with the requirements of the Charter of the City of 
Romulus, Council may by ordinance, grant Utilities and its succes¬ 
sors and assigns, franchises to lay, maintain, operate lines, poles, 
pipe, wires and conduit and transact local business in the City, 
above and under the highways, streets, alleys, and other public 
places in the City of Romulus. Franchises granted shall be revoca¬ 
ble and non-exclusive. 

Sec. 1-2. Extension of system. 

A Utility granted a franchise shall operate within the City of 
Romulus in accordance with all applicable laws, rules and regula¬ 
tions of the United States, State of Michigan and City of Romulus. 

Sec. 1-3. Use of streets and other public places. 

The utility, it successors and assigns, shall not unnecessarily 
obstruct the passage of any of the highways, streets, alleys or other 
public places within said City of Romulus and shall within a reason¬ 
able time after making an opening or excavation, repair the same 
and leave it in as good condition as before the opening or excava¬ 
tion was made. 

The utility, its successors and assigns, shall use due care in exer¬ 
cising the privileges herein contained. 

The utility, its successors and assigns, shall defend and save harm¬ 
less the City of Romulus from any and all claims or lawsuits alleg¬ 
ing property damage or injury arising out of the operation of the 
franchise or construction work, including all acts or omissions or 
negligence of the utility or its officers, agents, servants or assigns. 

No road, street, alley, highway or public place shall be opened for 
the laying of lines, poles, pipes, wire, conduit or mains except upon 
application to the department of public works of the City of 
Romulus or other authority having jursidiction in the premises, and 
the payment of any fees, stating the nature of the proposed work, 
the method of construction and the route. Upon receipt of such 
application, it shall be the duty of the department of public works of 
the City of Romulus or such other authority as may have jurisdic¬ 
tion, to TfeVidvJ- the proposed plans to ensure payment of all fees and „ 
compliance with the City Charter and City Code, to issue a permit 
upotffcbhipliaftfcfc. :i 3uch'approval shall not be unreasonably with¬ 
held, but the City shall regulate the location of such facilities. 
Liability for performance of any work lays solely with the utility 
notwithstanding City of Romulus’ review and approval, including 
issuance of permits and inspection. Once a permit is issued, the 
Department of Public Works will be notified when any work is to 
take place so that employees of the Department of Public Works can 
be present. 

Sec. 1-4. Standards and conditions of service; rules, regulations 
and rates. 

To the extent the utility is under the jurisdiction of the Michigan 
Public Service Commission, the rates to be charged for its product 
and the standards and conditions of service and operation hereunder, 
shall be the same as set forth in the Utility’s schedule of rules, regu¬ 
lations, and rates as applicable in the several cities, villages and 
townships in which the utility is now rendering service, or as shall 
hereafter be validly prescribed for the City of Romulus under the 
orders, rules and regulations of the Michigan Public Service 
Commission or other authority having jurisdiction in the premises. 
To the extent the Company is not under the jurisdiction of the 
Michigan Public Service Commission, the rates to be charged for its 
services and the standards and conditions for service and operations 
hereunder shall be filed with the Clerk of the City prior to beginning 
any service. 

Sec. 1-5. Successors and assigns. 

The word “Utility” wherever used herein, is intended and shall be 
held and construed to mean and include both the Utility and its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, whether so expressed or not. 

Sec. 1-6. Effect and interpretation of ordinance. 

All ordinances and resolutions, and parts thereof, which conflict 
with any of the terms of this ordinance are hereby rescinded. In the 
case of conflict between this ordinance and any such ordinances or 
resolutions, this ordinance shall control. The catchline headings 
which precede each section of this ordinance are for convenience in 
reference only and shall not be taken into consideration in the con¬ 
struction or interpretation of any of the provisions of this ordinance. 

Sec. 1-7. Permit joint use facilities. 

The Utility shall allow joint use (co-use) of its facilities, subject to 
the payment of reasonable rental fees, located in the streets, alleys 
and public places, by other existing or potential franchisees of the 
City, insofar as such joint use will not unreasonably interrupt or 
interfere with the operation of the Utility. If the parties can not agree 
upon conditions for such use or reasonable rental fees, Council may 
require an arbitration to establish the conditions of joint use and the 
reasonable rental fee. 

Sec. 1-8. Payment of franchise fees. 

All Utilities who are granted franchises or renewals of franchises 
after the date of adoption of this ordinance shall, as a condition of 
their franchise, pay to the City a franchise fee as established from 
time to time by City Council by resolution, except that Utilities who 
have facilities in the right of ways of the City on the effective date 
of this ordinance shall not be charged a franchise fee based on those 
facilities, other than a renewal fee. 

Sec. 1-9. Available services. 

The Utility will make their services available to all citizens of 
Romulus, whether industrial, commercial or residential, based on 
the rate structure set forth in Section 1-4. All potential customers 


who are in the same category shall be charged at the same rate. To 
the extent that the pooling of potential customers would allow for a 
more favorable rate, the Utility will allow and facilitate groups who 
desire to make pooling arrangements. The City may require the 
posting of a surety bond or cash with the City Treasurer in an 
amount determined by Council, to assure performance by the Utility 
of the provisions of this ordinance and to defray the costs of the 
City in investigating compliance. 

Section 2. Appendix C of the Code of the City of Romulus entitled, 
“Franchises”, is hereby amended to add Article II as follows: 

Article II: Grant of Licenses and Franchises for 

Telecommunication Systems. 

Sec. 1-10. Legislative Findings. The City of Romulus has the 
authority to grant Licenses and Franchises for Telecommunication 
Systems offering public or private line video, data or voice services 
using or crossing a street, highway, rights-of-way or easements in 
the City. This Ordinance is intended to minimize the disruption to 
the streets, highways, rights-of-way and easements and to require 
those who seek to construct a Telecommunication System to coop¬ 
erate in the construction and the restoration of streets, highways, 
rights-of-way and easements of both overhead and underground 
lines. The City finds that it has too many unsightly overhead lines 
and poles in some sections of the City which are proliferating, 
adversely affecting the public safety, detracting from property val¬ 
ues and reaching maximum safe capacity of poles and underground 
spaces. The City further finds that public health, safety and welfare 
is better served by requiring installation of new utility lines and 
wires in underground conduit wherever practical. 

Sec. 1-11. Purpose. The purpose of this ordinance is to regulate the 
granting of Licenses and Franchises for Telecommunication 
Systems which are other than simply cable television systems. 

Sec. 1-12. Definitions. Unless the context specifically indicates oth¬ 
erwise, the meaning of the terms used in this Ordinance shall be as 
follows: 

(1) City means the City of Romulus, Wayne County, Michigan. 

(2) Telecommunications Services include regulated and unregulated 
services offering to customers the transmission of 2-way inter¬ 
active communication and associated usage. 

(3) Telecommunication System is a system used or to be used to 
provide Telecommunication Service including public or private 
line video, data or voice service to another person, using or 
crossing a street, highway, rights-of-way or easements in the 
City other than cable television service offered pursuant to a 
Franchise granted under Chapter 6 of the City Code, as amend¬ 
ed. 

(4) Franchise is a non-exclusive, limited authorization to transact 
local business for the construction, maintenance and operation 
of a Telecommunication System in the City awarded by ordi¬ 
nance in the form of a contract and accepted by the Grantee. 

(5) Grantee is any holder of a Telecommunication System License 
or Franchise granted pursuant to this ordinance. 

(6) License is a written agreement granted by resolution for a 
Telecommunication System to use the rights-of-way, ease¬ 
ments, highways, streets, alleys, and other places in the City for 
wires, poles, pipes, conduits or other public utility facilities, but 
not to transact local business with another person. 

(7) Person is any individual, firm, partnership, association, corpora¬ 

tion, company or organization.

(8) Subscriber is any Person who contracts with the Grantee for, or 
is in any manner provided with. Telecommunication Services. 

Sec. 1-13. City Approval Required. 

(1) No person shall install, construct, maintain or otherwise operate 

a Telecommunication System in the City without a 
Telecommunication License and no person shall transact busi¬ 
ness within the City limits of Romulus on a 
Telecommunication System without a Franchise. 

(2) This ordinance shall apply to any existing cable television sys¬ 

tem operating pursuant to a Franchise awarded by the City 
which the Franchisee uses to transact business within the City 
limits of Romulus operating a Telecommunication System. 
However, this ordinance exempts any existing institutional net¬ 
work operated pursuant to the Cable Communications 
Ordinance, until the original term of the Franchise expires, 
except to the extent that such franchise or any other entity uses 
such network for commercial non-cable services. 

(3) Before offering or providing any Telecommunication Service, 
the Grantee shall obtain any and all regulatory approvals, per¬ 
mits, authorizations or licenses for the offering or provision of 
such Telecommunication Services from the appropriate federal, 
state and local authorities, if required, and shall submit to the 
City, upon the written request of the City, evidence of all such 
approvals, permits, authorizations or licenses. 

(4) Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed as a waiver of any 

codes, ordinances or regulations of the City or of the City’s 
right to require Grantee or persons utilizing the 
Telecommunication Service to secure appropriate permits or 
authorization for such use. No fee or charge may be imposed 
upon a Grantee for any such permit or authorization, other than 
the standard fees or charges generally applicable to all persons 
for such permits or authorizations. Such standard fee or charge 
shall not be offset against the annual License fee or Franchise 
fee a Grantee is required to pay to the City under Section 9 of 
this ordinance. 

Sec. 1-14. Issuance. 

(1) The City may grant one or more Licenses and Franchises for a 
Telecommunication System in the City subject to this 
Ordinance. 

(2) The City specifically reserves the right to grant, at any time, 
such additional Licenses and Franchises for a 
Telecommunication System as it deems appropriate. Additional 
Licenses and Franchises shall not be deemed to modify, revoke, 
terminate or damage any rights previously granted to any other 
Grantee. 

(3) In the event a License application is filed proposing to install 
facilities within a Franchise territory which overlaps in whole 
or in part an existing area, a copy shall be served by the appli¬ 
cant by certified mail upon the current Grantee(s) shall be pro¬ 
vided to the City. No application for overlapping territory shall 
be processed until proof of service has been furnished to the 
City. It is not the intent of this Ordinance to either require or 
prohibit over-building. 

(4) Applications for a new, renewed or amended Franchises shall be 

made in such form as the City may prescribe by resolution. 
New, renewed or amended Franchises which expand the scope 
of service shall be accompanied by a non-refundable pre-pay¬ 
ment of the Franchise formation fee. 


Sec. 1-15. Duration. Any License or Franchise and the rights, privi¬ 
leges, authority, and responsibilites establised shall take effect and 
be in force from and after final acceptance. It shall continue in force 
and effect for a period established by the License or Franchise not 
exceeding fifteen (15) years, provided within thirty (30) days after 
the date of the City’s final acceptance of a License or Franchise, the 
Grantee files with the City Clerk its unconditional acceptance of the 
License or Franchise, all required letters of credit, construction 
surety and insurance certificates, and pays to the City Clerk all rea¬ 
sonable costs actually incurred by the City in preparing, considering 
and awarding the License or Franchise, including legal, engineer¬ 
ing, technical, publication and other expenses, to-wit: the Franchise 
formation fee described in Section 9. If a Grantee fails to timely 
comply with this section, it shall acquire no rights, privileges, or 
authority whatsoever from the City. The City Administrator may 
extend the term of a License or Franchise for a period not exceeding 
one (1) year by written agreement with a Grantee on reasonable and 
necessary terms. 

Sec. 1-16. Penalty. Violation of any of the terms of this Chapter 
shall be a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of up to Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars or ninety (90) days in jail or both, not excluding 
(in addition to) civil damages. 

Sec. 1-17. Rate Regulation. The rates and charges of a Grantee 
subject to a Franchise for the provision of Telecommunication 
Services and for related services (such as equipment rental, 
deposits, disconnect fees, and late payment fees) shall be subject to 
regulation by the City to the full extent authorized by federal or 
state law. The City may from time to time elect not to regulate 
Grantee’s rates and charges, and any such election shall not waive 
the City’s rights to regulate in the future. Changes to rates and 
charges shall only be made after notice, hearing and other require¬ 
ments provided by law. 

Sec. 1-18. Franchise Formation and Renewal Fee Payments by 
Grantee. 

(1) For the reason that the streets, highways and rights-of-way or 
easements to be used by Grantee in the operation of its 
Telecommunication System within the boundaries of the City 
are valuable public properties, some of which are acquired and 
maintained by the City at great expense to its taxpayers, and 
that the grant to Grantee of the use of said streets, highways, 
rights-of-way or easements is a valuable property right without 
which Grantee would be required to invest substantial capital in 
right-of-way costs and acquisitions, a Grantee shall pay a 
Franchise formation fee or license fee and renewal fees as 
determined from time to time by Council resolution. 

(2) In addition, Franchisee or Licensee shall pay a per linear foot 
fee to the City for all lines, wires, cables, poles, conduits and 
the like that are erected upon, over, across or under the roads, 
bridges, sheets, public right-of-ways or easements of the City 
as may be established from time to time by the Council. 

(3) Miscellaneous fee considerations: 

(a) Grantees sharing the same conduit shall each pay a full fee. 

(b) Grantees sending signals over another Grantee’s existing 
line or a line that is leased to another and upon which fees are 
already paid are not subject to additional fees. 

(c) Grantees using the same line to provide cable television ser¬ 
vice and to provide Telecommunication Services shall be sub¬ 
ject to both a cable television franchise fee and all fees set by 
this Chapter. 

■ 

(4) License and Franchise’ fees shall be imaddition to any othdr tax, 
charge, fee, or payment due the City by a Grantee. 

Sec. 1-19. New Developments. 

(1) Grantee may, from time to time, implement new services and 
developments allowed by law. A grant of a franchise under this 
Ordinance is not authority to provide cable television services 
as defined by the U.S. Cable Communication Policy Act of 
1984. 

(2) In addition to those matters required in a Franchise, Grantees 
make the following express acknowledgments: 

(a) That the City has the right to make reasonable amendments to 

this ordinance which do not materially increase any financial, 
economic or performance burden to the detriment of a 
Grantee during the term of the License or Franchise upon 
ninety (90) days notice to the Grantee, or without notice with 
respect to an emergency amendment. It further recognizes and 
agrees that the City shall in no way be bound to renew or 
extend the' License or Franchise at the end of any License or 
Franchise term and that it may be deemed a mere licensee at 
the expiration thereof. 

(b) That a Grantee shall have no recourse whatsoever against the 

City for any loss, costs, expense or damage arising out of the 
failure of City to have the authority to grant all or any part of 
a License or Franchise. A Grantee expressly acknowledges 
that on accepting a License or Franchise it did so relying on 
its own investigation and understanding of the power and 
authority of the City. 

(c) By acceptance of a License or Franchise a Grantee acknowl¬ 

edges that it has been induced to enter into a License or 
Franchise by any understanding or promise or other state¬ 
ment, whether verbal or written, by or on behalf of City of by 
any other third person concerning any term or condition of a 
License or Franchise not expressed in this Ordinance. 

(d) Grantee further acknowledges by the acceptance of a License or 

Franchise that it has carefully read its terms and conditions, 
and does accept all of the risks of the meaning of such terms 
and conditions. 

(3) However, if any such state or federal law or regulation shall 
require a Grantee to perform any service, or shall allow a 
Grantee to perform any service, or shall prohibit a Grantee 
from performing any service, in conflict with the terms of the 
License or Franchise or of any law or regulation of the City, 
then as soon as possible, a Grantee shall notify the City of the 
point of conflict believed to exist between such regulation or 
law and the laws and regulations of the City or the License and 
Franchise. Notwithstanding such conflict, the Grantee shall 
comply with the terms of the License or Franchise unless 
released by the City. 

(4) If any provision of a License or Franchise is held by any court 
of competent jurisdiction to be invalid as conflicting with any 
federal or state law, rule or regulation now or hereafter in 
effect, or is held by such court to be modified in any way in 
order to conform to the requirements of any law, rule or regula¬ 
tion, said provision may be considered a separate, distinct and 
independent part of the License or Franchise, and such holding 
shall not affect the validity and enforeability of all other provi¬ 
sions if the City so determines. In the event that such law, rule 
or regulation is subsequently repealed, rescinded, amended or 
otherwise changes, so that the provision which had been held 
invalid or modified is no longer in conflict with the law, rules 
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or regulations said provision shall return to full force and ertect 
and shall be binding on the parties. 

(5) If the parties determine that a material provision of a License or 
Franchise is affected by action of a court or of the state or fed¬ 
eral Goverment, the parties shall have the right to modify any 
of the provisions to such reasonable extent as may be necessary 
to carry out the full intent and purpose of the License and 
Franchise. 

Sec. 1-20. Liability. 

(1) Further, if the Grantee of a Franchise, provides a new service, 

facility, equipment, fee or grant to any other community which 
it serves within the State of Michigan, the same shall be pro¬ 
vided in or to the City. City shall waive this requirement in a 
Franchise upon an affirmative demonstration that such services 
would be undesirable, impractival, infeasible or uneconomical 
in the City due to population, density or other relevant factors. 

(2) A Grantee shall at all times during the life of a license or 
Franchise carry and require its contractors and subcontractors 
to carry out public liability, property damage, worker’s disabili¬ 
ty, and vehicle insurance in such form and amount as shall be 
determined by the City as set forth in the License or Franchise. 
All required insurance coverage shall provide for thirty (30) 
day notice to the City in the event of material alteration or can¬ 
cellation of such coverage prior to the effective date of such 
material alteration or cancellation. Failure of the Grantee to 
provide appropriate insurance certificates to the City within 
sixty (60) days after the execution of a License or Franchise 
shall render the License or Franchise null and void. 

Sec. 1-21. General Capability. 

(1) Further, if the Grantee of a Franchise, provides a new service, 
facility, equipment, fee or grant to any other community which 
it serves within the State of Michigan, the same shall be pro¬ 
vided in or to the City. City shall waive this requirement in a 
Franchise upon an affirmative demonstration that such service 
would be undesirable, impractical, infeasible or uneconomical 
in the City due to population, density or other relevant factors. 

(2) The Grantee of a Franchise shall allow the City to access the 
Telecommunication System from any city buildings, police sta¬ 
tions, fire stations, other public buildings, each school licensed 
by the State of Michigan, and each public library within 50 feet 
of the Telecommunication System on fees, terms and condi¬ 
tions set forth in the Franchise. 

(3) Only in the event of a state or national emergency or other 
urgent community need, a Grantee of a franchise shall, upon 
request of City, make available in facilities to the City for the 
duration of the emergency. 

(4) To the extent feasible, and subject to reasonable availability and 
agreement among the franchises concerning maintenance, 
access and security, a Telecommunication System shall be 
interconnected with other Telecommunication Systems within 
the City for the purpose of facilitating the provision of univer¬ 
sal service in the City. Interconnecting may be done by direct 
cable or fiber optical connection, mircowave link, satellite, or 
other appropriate method. The cost of such interconnection 
shall be equally shared by each Grantee. A Grantee shall not 
impose any discriminatory or punitive interconnection fee on a 
non-Subscnber A Grantee shall not refuse or delay access ser- 

. be unreaspj}ab|le jn itpoonection another Grantee to the 
Telecommunication System or refuse or delay access service by 
any person to another Telecommunication System. 

Sec. 1-22. Conditions of Street Occupancy. A Grantee shall not 
commence construction upon, over, across, or under the roads, 
bridges, streets, rights-of-way or easements in the City without first 
obtaining a construction permit as required under Chapter 5 of the 
City Code, as amended, which shall apply to the construction of a 
Telecommunication System. 

Sec. 1-23. Technical and Construction Standards. 

(1) Each Grantee shall construct, install and maintain its 
Telecommunication System in a manner consistent and in com¬ 
pliance with all applicable laws, ordinances, construction stan¬ 
dards, governmental requirements, and technical standards 
established by the Federal Communications Commission or state 
agency, as defined by the Department of Public Works. 

(2) In any event, the Telecommunication System shall not endanger 
or interfere with the safety or persons or property within the 
City or other areas where the Grantee may have equipment 
located. 


(3) All working facilities, conditions, and procedures, used or 
occurring during construction of the System shall comply with 
the standards of the Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration. 

(4) Telecommunication System shall be performed in an orderly and 

workmanlike manner, and in close coordination with public and 
private utilities serving the City following accepted industry 
construction procedures and practices and working through 
existing committees and organizations. 

(5) All cable and wires shall be installed, where possible, parallel 
with electric and telephone lines, and multiple cable configura¬ 
tions shall be arranged in parallel and bundled with due respect 
for engineering consideration. 

(6) A Grantee shall join and maintain membership in, the Miss Dig 

program upon execution of this Agreement. 

(7) When Grantee meets recognized engineering standards and the 
City, at its option, requests additional linear line footage, then 
the Grantee shall not be subject to the linear foot fee for such 
additional footage. 

Sec. 1-24. Maps, Records, and Reports. 

(1) A Grantee shall annually provide the City with current maps of 

its existing and proposed installations in a standardized format 
for use with the City’s G.I.S. data system unless no changes 
have occurred in the previously submitted map. 

(2) An accurate and comprehensive file shall be kept by a Franchise 
Grantee of all Subsriber and user complaints regarding the 
Telecommunication System. A procedure shall be established b 
the Grantee by the time of installation of the system to quickly 
and reasonably remedy complaints to the satisfaction of the 
City. Complete records of Grantee’s actions in response to all 
complaints shall be kept. These files and records shall remain 
open to the public during normal business hours. 


(3) Grantee shall submit to the City such other reasonable informa¬ 
tion or reports in such form and at such times as the City may 
request. 

(4) A grantee shall allow the City to make inspections of any of the 
Grantee’s Telecommunication System within the City’s bound¬ 
aries at any time upon one (1) day notice or, in case of emer¬ 
gency, upon demand without notice. 

(5) The refusal of the Grantee to file any of the records or reports 
and inspections required to be provided to the City under this 
section shall be deemed a material breach, and shall subject the 
Grantee to all penalties and remedies, legal or equitable, which 
are available to the City. 

(6) Any material, false, misleading statement, or representation 
knowingly made by the Grantee in any report shall be deemed 
a material breach of the License or Franchise, and shall subject 
the Grantee to all penalties and remedies, legal or equitable, 
which are available to the City. 

Sec. 1-25. Waiver. A Grantee agrees not to oppose intervention by 
the City in any suit or proceedings to which the Grantee is a party 
relating to the City’s Franchise or License. A Grantee agrees to 
abide by all provisions of this Ordinance and its License and 
Franchise. 

Sec. 1-26. Sale or Transfer of Rights of Franchises. 

(1) Neither the Franchise nor any of Grantee’s interest therein or in 
the facilities shall be sold, assigned, transferred, pledged, 
leased, sublet, hypothecated or mortgaged in any manner, in 
whole or in part, to any person or entity, nor shall title thereto, 
either legal or equitable, or any right or interest therein, or any 
property or assets relating to this Franchise or the facilities, 
pass to or vest in any person or entity, without the prior written 
consent of the City, which consent shall not be unreasonably 
withheld or delayed. Grantee shall not otherwise provide ser¬ 
vice to a person or entity who the City contends is required to 
obtain a franchise from the City and who lacks such franchise. 
Nothing herein shall prevent Grantee from assigning its rights 
and obligations to an affiliate (defined as any entity directly 
owned by Grantee or a parent entity of Grantee) or subsidiary 
of Grantee upon notice to the City. Any assignment or transfer 
to a subsidiary or affiliate of Grantee shall not relieve Grantee 
of its liability hereunder. Further, nothing herein shall prevent 
or prohibit Grantee or any of its parents, subsidiaries or affili¬ 
ates, from granting a security interest in the Franchise or the 
facilities arising from a financing transaction. The grant of 
waiver of any one or more of said consents shall not render 

unnecessary any subsequent consent or consents, not shall the 
grant of any said consenr constitutre a waiver of any other 
rights of the City. In the event of a foreclosure proceeding pur¬ 
suant to the enforcement of a security interest granted by 
Grantee, or any parent or subsidiary of Grantee, the City shall 
have the right to approve the purchaser of the Franchise and/or 
the facilities at a foreclosure sale, which approval shall not be 
unreasonably withheld or unduly delayed. The prohibition 
against sales, assignments, transfers and similar actions shall 
also fully apply to any transfer of control of Grantee 
("Control”) and such transfer of Control shall also require the 
prior written approval of the City which approval shall not be 
unreasonably withheld or unduly delayed. 

(2) No Franchise nor any part or portion of its interest in the 
Franchise may be sold, transferred or assigned until the facili¬ 
ties, equipment and personnell which the Grantee has proposed 
in the current Franchise application to provide and install pur¬ 
suant to the Franchise are one hundred (100%) percent com¬ 
pleted and operational for a minimum period of three (3) years 
except to Grantee’s parent, affiliate or subsidiary. 

(3) Any attempted transfer of the Franchise, facilities, Control or 
similar action by Grantee in violation of this Section shall be 
ineffective and void and shall constitute a material event of 
default by Grantee. 

Sec. 1-27. Construction and Performance Guarantee and Letter 
of Credit. A Grantee shall, prior to construction and within thirty 
(30) days of the execution off a License or Franchise, file with the 
City Clerk, a letter of credit or cash deposit in a reasonable amount 
set by the terms of the License or Franchise based upon the con¬ 
struction cost of the lines to be installed upon, over, across, or under 
the roads, bridges, streets, rights-of-way or easements in the City. 
The Grantee and the City Engineer may make arrangements for the 
periodic release of the cash deposit or letter of credit in proportion¬ 
ate amounts as progress is made. 


Sec. 1-28. Termination. In addition to all other rights and powers 
reserved or pertaining to the City, the City reserves as an additional 
and as a separate and distinct remedy the right to terminate a 
License or Franchise and all rights and privileges of a Grantee in 
any of the following events or for any of the following reasons: 

(1) A Grantee fails after thirty (30) days prior written notice to com¬ 

ply with any of the provisions of the License or Franchise or 
has, by act or omission, violated any term or condition; or 

(2) A Grantee becomes insolvent, unable or unwilling to pay its 
debts, or is adjudged bankrupt; or 

(3) All or part of a Grantee’s facilities are sold under an instrument 

to secure a debt and are note redeemed by Grantee within nine¬ 
ty (90) days from such sale; or 

(4) A Grantee attempts to or does practice any fraud or deceit in its 

conduct or relations with the City under the License or 
Franchise; or 

(5) City condemns all of the property of a Grantee within the City 

by the lawful exercise of eminent domain. 

(6) The Grantee abandons the Telecommunication System or fails to 

seek renewal of its License or Franchise. 

(7) No termination, except for reason of condemnation, shall be 
effective unless or until the City shall have adopted a resolution 
setting forth the cause and reason for the revocation and the 
effective date, which resolution shall not be adopted without 
thirty (30) days prior notice to Grantee and an opportunity for 
Grantee to be heard on the proposed resolution. 

Sec. 1-29. Removal. 

(1) Upon expiration or termination of a License or Franchise, if the 
License or Franchise is not renewed, the Grantee may remove 
any underground cable from the streets which has been 
installed in such a manner that it can be removed without 
trenching or other opening of the streets along the extension of 
cable to be removed. Except as otherwise provided, the Grantee 
shall not remove any underground cable or conduit which 
requires trenching or other opening of the streets along the 


extension of cable to be removed. The Grantee shall remove, at 
its sole cost and expense, any underground cable or conduit by 
trenching or opening of the streets along the extension or other¬ 
wise which is ordered to be removed by the City based upon a 
determination, in the sole discretion of the City, that removal is 
required in order to eliminate or prevent a hazardous condition 
or promote future utilization of the streets for public purposes. 
Any order by the City to remove cable or conduit shall be 
mailed to the Grantee not later than thirth (30) calendar days 
following the date of expiration of the License or Franchise. A 
Grantee shall file written notice with the City Clerk not later 
than thirty (30 ) calendar days following the date of expiration 
of termination of the License or Franchise of its intention to 
remove cable and a schedule for removal by location. The 
schedule and timing of removal shall be subject to approval 
and regulation by the City. Removal shall be completed not 
later than twelve (12) months following the date of expiration 
of the License or Franchise. Underground cable and conduit in 
the streets and rights-of-way which is not removed shall be 
deemed abandoned and title shall be vested in the City. 

(2) Upon expiration, termination or revocation of a License or 
Franchise, if the License or Franchise is not renewed, a 
Grantee, at its sole expense, shall, unless relieved of the obliga¬ 
tion by the City, remove, from the streets all above ground ele¬ 
ments of the Telecommunication System, including but not 
limited to pedestal mounted terminal boxes, and lines attached 
to or suspended from poles. 

(3) Grantee shall apply for and obtain such encroachment permits, 
Licenses, authorizations or other approvals and pay such fees 
and deposit such security as required by applicable law or ordi¬ 
nance of the City, shall conduct and complete the work of 
removal in compliance with all such applicable law or orid- 
nances, and shall restore the streets and rights-of-way to the 
same condition they were in before the work of removal com¬ 
menced. The work of removal shall be completed not later than 
twelve (12) months. 

Sec. 1-30. Continuity of Service. It shall be the right of all 
Subsribers to receive all available services insofar as their financial 
and other obligations to the Grantee of a Franchise are honored. In 
the event that the Grantee elects to overbuild, rebuild, modify or sell 
the Telecommunication System or the City terminates, revokes or 
fails to renew a Franchise within a reasonable time, a Grantee shall 
do everything, in its power to ensure that all Subscribers receive 
continous, uninterrupted service regardless of the circumstances. In 
the event of a change of Grantee, the current Grantee shall cooper¬ 
ate with the new Grantee in maintaining continuity of service to all 
Subsribers. In the event that interruption of service is required by a 
Grantee for modification, repairs or the like, the interruption shall 
be as brief as possible and at times when the impact on Subsribers is 
at a minimum. Records of such interruption shall be kept. 

Sec. 1-31. Acceptance of Agreement and Incorporation of 
Application and Ordinance in Franchise, by a Grantee. The 

Grantee agrees to be bound by all of its terms and conditions and 
accepts unconditionally the Franchise and promises to comply with 
and abide by all of their terms, provisions and conditions. A 
Grantee also agrees to provide all services set forth in its application 
and proposal, and, by its acceptance of the License or Franchise, a 
Grantee specifically grants and agrees that its application and pro¬ 
posal is thereby incorporated by reference and made a part of the 
License or Franchise. In addition, a Grantee specifically agrees that 
this^Qrdinance of the City is incorporated by reference and. made a 
part of the License or Franchise. In the event of a conflict between 
the application and proposal of the Grantee, the Ordinance^nd the 
License or Franchise, the Ordinance shall prevail. 

Sec. 1-32. Severability. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, 
phrase or word of the License or Franchise is for any reason held 
invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such portion shall be deemed a separate, distinct and independent 
provision, and such holding shall not render invalid not terminate 
the License or Franchise. 

Sec. 1-33. Tampering and Fraudulent Connections or Sales. 

(1) No person, whether or not a subscriber or user to the 
Telecommunication System, may intentionally or knowingly 
remove or damage or cause to be damaged any wire, cable, 
conduit, equipment, or apparatus of the Grantee, or to commit 
any act with an intent to cause such removal or damage, or tap, 
tamper with or otherwise connect any wire or device to a wire, 
cable, conduit, equipment and apparatus, or appurtenances of 
the Grantee with the intent to obtain a signal or impulse from 
the Telecommunication System without authorization from or 
compensation to the Grantee, or obtain Telecommunications 
Services, or sell, rent, offer or advertise for sale, rental or use 
any instrument, apparatus, device plans, specifications, or 
instructions for making or assembling the same to connect to 
the Grantee’s Telecommunication System with intent to cheat 
or defraud the Grantee of anylawful charge to which it is enti¬ 
tled. 

(2) The prohibitions, penalties and remedies set forth in this section 

are in addition to any prohibitions, penalties and remedies for 
theft of service provided by state and federal law. 

Sec. 1-34. Equal Applications. The provisions of this ordinance 
shall be imposed upon and enforced against all Telecommunication 
Systems in the City requiring a License or Franchise under state law 
from the City. 

Sec. 1-35. Compliance with Laws. All Grantees and the City shall 
comply with all laws, rules, regulations and orders in the exercise 
and performance of their rights and obligations under this ordinance 
and under any Franchise.
